891,  General  Regulations,  that  the  Record  of  Courts  Martial  shall  show 
that  the  Judge  Advocate  was  duly  sworn  in  the  presence  of  the  pris¬ 
oner;  the  omission  of  which  invalidates  the  proceedings.
